Chicago. July 10.—Two men met In a 
little room at the Illinois club this after- 
noon and began a spirited contest of na- 
tional moment, one fighting for sliver an] 
tho other for gold with all tho Intellectual 
powers, fncts and authorities at their 
command. One of them was Roswell G. 
Hcrr, once a member of Congress from 
Michigan, now an editorial writer for 
the Ntew York Tribune, and tho other W. 
H. Harvey of Chicago, author of "Coin's 
financial School." Mr. Hou championed 
ttie cause of gold, while Mr. Harvey thew 
dcwn the gauntlet for silver. 
Tho privilege of being present at this 


momentous contest was accorded to few. 
There were seats for about 200 perons 
In the assembly room o( the club ho'ipe. 
but only a little over half that nu-uber 
were present. Congressman J. Sibloy of 
Pennsylvania, a leader of the free sllxer 
fortes In the East, occupied a promlnmt 
seat. He will remain during the de'oate 
unless business engagements prev-jit. A 
prominent advocate of tho gold standard 
was A. B. Humphrey, secretary of the 
National League of Rcptiblicon Clubs. 
Others present were vV.,w. Meagh--r of 
the Bimetallic league. Ly«ian J. Gage, 
referee for Mr. Horr; Fred w. Peck and 
A, H. Revell of Chicago, L. G. Powers of 
8t Paul. Dr. S. A Robinson of I^ew York 
and Charles H. Sergei of Shlc«go. 
ihe 
last three acted as advisers to Mr. Ho... 
and 'sat by his side taking copious i.otes 
while Mr. Harvey spoke. 
Mr Harvey consulted "little with any- 


body. He biought with his a isieat pile 
of authority for the puipose of substan- 
tiating statements made In his book, to 
which he frequently rcfered. 
A mpn with a watch sat at a table near 
tho specters and whenever one had spok- 
en eight minutes, he would rap loudly 
on a call bell. This gave the speaker 
warning that he had two minutes mor» 
to conclude his statement. By these 
stages of 10 minutes each, the speakers 
will proceed for eight days, using only 
the afternoons and resting1 Sundays. 
Dr. Homer Thomas, president of the Il- 


linois club, called tho assemblage to or- 
der, brleny setting forth the objects of 
the debate. Ho Introduced Hon. H. G. 
Miller and ex-Judge William A. Vincent, 
both of Chicago, who. he said, would be 
judges and at the conclusion of the con- 
troveis/ decide »hleh h-"' »hp best of the 
novel debate. 
Mr. Miller then read rules which are to 


jroveiii. It was, he said, the Intention of 
the speakers to deliver altogether 140.000 
words. Of these, B.OOO are to be reserved 
for use at the end of tne discussion. This 
will give each, a chance to recapitulate 
his a.gumcnt In 2.WJO words. Three hun- 
dred words additional -will J>o allowed 
each contentant as a rejoinder to his ad- 
versary's closing argunVent. Mr. Miller 
stated that tho whole discussion was 
copywrlted. and that while it would be 
given the widest publicity through the 
press. It was the Intention of the prin- 
cipals to preserve the debate as private 
property and .Issue It In 'book fonn. 
The debate was started by Mr. Horr 


who referred lo the author of ''Coin's Fl- 
flanclal School," with some severity. Hj 
said he no\cr read a book containing so 
many mlsstatements. 
Mr. Harvey In his opening statemcn 


contented himself with a presentation of 
his plan of campaign, and told what he 
would prove. 
Mr. Horr wanted .to knoW why the 
names of prominent citizens had been 
used In Mr. Harvey's book and word^ 
put Into their mouths that they had nevci 
used, to which Mr. Harvey replied his 
hook was Blmply an allegory and thr 
fact that a little boy was put In as teach 
er ought to be enough to prove to an> 
sensible person that this wa» so. 
•inen the speakers plunged at onco Int 
the thick of the fight, -me argument a 
all 'times was very spirited, and both 
speakers several times had hard work f 
prescrve their tempers. Following is i 
synopsis of the arguments made this aft 
ernoon:

Ills Vie\v« on Bimetallism. 


"I am not here as an opponent of bi- 


metallism. I believe In the use of gold 
and silver as money to tho fullest extent 
fiat can ho done on sound business prin- 
ciples. My position upon this question 
has been too frequently stated within the 
last five years to be misunderstood .by 
any one. I believe that both gold and sli- 


er are the natural money of the wbrld; 
u^t In all the larger transactions gold 
better adapted to the needs of the pco- 


le- than silver; that all the smaller busl- 
ess transactions of the human family, 
or many years, have been and always 
hould be conducted with silver. I also 
ellcve that In all transactions of the 
atlons of the world, ^between themselves, 
he two metals should bo used In the 
cttllng of balances^ -but only at their 
ommerclnl \alue. I also believe that In 
le business of our nation- the -people 
Hould never attempt to use either metal 
xcept at Its actual value, only in discs 
here one metal may be used as token

, An International lla«l«. 


"I have always entertained the hups 
hat the business men of the world would 
et come together In an International 
onventlon and agree upon somo basis 
Thereby gold and silver can both be used 
s the money of final settlement among 
de people of the entire world. I nm very 
lear In mj Idea that until some such ar- 
rangement shall be made. It would be 
Imply suletdo for this nation to adopt a 
ystcm of th6 free coinage of silver upon 
ho old ratio, a ratio which all the clvl- 
ized nations of the world have long since 
Iscardcd. 1 do not bellc\e that any one 
oveiiiment can fix the value upon any 
wo metals and name a iatlo which will 
e accepted by the people of the world, 
r.of the country Itself, so that the two 
metals will bo used side by side. Conse- 
uently. If our nation alone should at 
empt any such action. It would simple 
lace our country upon a silver basis, and 
he attempt would end In silver mono- 
metallism. If we are compelled to decide 
between KOld monometallism and silver 
monometallism, then I am decidedly in 
avor of'adopting: tho standard used b> 
he civilized nations of the world. 
"I do not believe that silver hn« ever 


>een demonetized anywhere in the world 


believe that the law of 1873, which Mr'" 
larvey's book denounces as a 'crime, 
was honestly conceived, openly advocated 
and passed by the American Congress at 
er full deliberation and because the pco 
>le at that time who held scats In tho 
American Congress believed that such a 
aw ought to*bc enacted. I do not believe 
the teachings of this book that this 


nation Is on the verge of financial ruin 
or that starvation Is staring our people 
n the face. I believe If our nation should 
adopt the course advocated In this book 
t would seriously Injure tho entire wage 
arncrs of the United States.. I bcllev< 
we would .destroy the confidence of the 
business men of the-world In our Integ 
rlty •»« n nation nnd that we would pre 
clpltntc such a financial panic as ou 
ountry has never before seen. 


lh« People's Deb<n. 


"I shall deny most emphatically tha 


the great majority of the people of thli 
country are In debt, and shall Insist tha 
.three-fourths of the American peopl 
arc to-day creditors and not debtors an< 
that consequently tho system which Mr 
Harvey ad%ocates would woric great in 
jury to the vast majority of American 
citizens. I will state, still further, that 
tf this book which we aro going to de- 
bate Is true, then I am all wrong. It 
seems to me to be devoid of business 
sense from beginning to end. and I shall 
enter upon the work of attempting 
to 


prove that, and hope to be able to do It In 
language that shall be so plain-and ex- 
plicit that my fellow citizens will be sat- 
isfied that I have accomplished my task. 


"Understand me. In a few words: 
I 


belle\c that the American nation should 
have just as good money as any nation 
uses on the face of the earth.- I believe 
that every dollar paid to a poor man for 
his dally toll should be worth as much 
as the dollars paid to men who arc rich. 


One Cur.ency for All. 


"I would have the money which meas- 
ures-values the most stable that can be 
devised, and would Insist that buyers and 
sellers, lenders and debtom, shall, as near 
as possible, be required to n«e the same 
measure of values and shall Insist that 
reclucllatlon In all forms Is dlsgiaceful 
and dishonorable In the cose of notions, 
corporations or Individuals. 
"What our people need is good credit, 


good money, good principles and sound 
business sense. 
Visionary schemes and 


debased money never yet" made a nation 
piospeiuus. Tho quality of the money 
used In any country Is far more Important 
than the quantity. The laws_ should be 
drawn to protect tho men who earn 
money, as well as those who owe money. 
A man who works faithfully and lives on 
his dally earnings should never be sacri- 
ficed for the-benefit of men who live on 
what the> borrow-. But all these things 
wal be more tully explained as the con- 
test progresses."
